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REPORT OF ROAD AGENT. 
Fellow Townsmen: 


_ I submit the following report. You are aware and very 
well know the condition ef our roads in the spring of 1893. 
Owing to the severe cold winter, the culverts and ditches were 
frozen solid, which turned the water into the roads, and caused 
them to be badly washed. Consequently it cost a great deal 
more to keep them in good condition. It was considered by the 
town at the last election that the bridges were in good condi- 
tion, but on examination by the selectmen and the road agent, 
they were found to be in very bad condition. Consequently it 
cost about $3.00 to repair them, for the two reasons stated 
above. The money raised by the town has not been sufficient 
to complete the work. If the bridges had been in good condi- 
tion, there would have been plenty of money to keep the roads 
in good order both summer and winter.
